The 
organ which was originally rented 
to serenade 
Gov ernor George M. Leader and other diners at the 
27 5th Anniv ersary banquet will remain inlhe school 
auditorium, for the benefit of the children and of the 
public at many civ ic affairs. 
Warren P. Sny der, borough school superinten­ 
dent, notified that a citizens’ committee had arranged 
with J acobs Brothers to finance the purchase of the 
organ, has begun plans for fuller use of the instru­ 
ment in music classes and assemblies.
